U.5. Funds 
To Schools 

The Newton schools will be 
paid $39,545 in Federal aid 
within a week, according to a 
telegram from Cong. Joseph 
W. Martin, Jr., in Washington, 
D. C., received at The Graphic 
vesterday (Wednesday) morn¬ 
ing. 

The message was as fol¬ 
lows: ‘‘The City of Newton 
will be paid $39,545 in Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance for 
its schools within the next 
week. 

“This amount has been cer- 
,fied for immediate payment 
>y the Office of Education in 
Vashington out of an expect¬ 
ed entitlement of about $52,000 
or the current fiscal year. 

“The aid is available un- 
ier Public Law 874 for 
Schools in Federal Aid Af¬ 
fected Areas. 

"The Federal check will be 

r warded to Stanley Russell, 
dministrative assistant to the 
Newton School Committee."

“By careful planning, our 
bonded indebtedness has been 
reduced from $20,273,000 to 
$17,209,000 in the last three 
years. For this reason the 1963 
budget requirement for inter¬ 
est and amortization of bonds 
dropped by $185,000, a sub¬ 
stantial sum.

Crime Board Probe Hinges 
On Supreme Court Derision 

Whether the Crime Commission will continue its 
ivestigation into corruption in the State government 
or will quietly fold up and go out of business probably 
will depend on how the Supreme Court rules on the 
technical legal question now before it. 

If the court holds that the adoption of the Con- 
.lict of Interest Law wiped out the old law covering 
bribery and extortion, as some legal experts maintain, 
the crime board will be left without much work to 
do, according to its chairman. 

Lntii the legal issue is resolved it’s unlikely that 
the Legislature will give the crime commission the 
$569,000 it has requested. 

It seems fantastic that the enactment of a new 
statute, which replaced an old law, could have the ef-

Governor Peabody, who 
seems to jump from one politi¬ 
cal controversy to another, is 
now involved in a clash with 
Democratic legislators over 
patronage.

Some Solons such as Senator 
Joseph D. Ward of Fitchburg, 
who has hren feuding with Pea¬ 
body, didn't exactly laud the 
candor of Peabody’s patronage 
dispenser. Ward has no desire 
whatever to clear it with Pea¬ 
body whenever he tries to get 
someone a job. Othpr Senators 
voiced similar sentiments. 

The Republicans are stand¬ 
ing back letting the Democrats 
quarrel among themselves.

Nonantum Building 
Destiny Undecided 


The problem of what to do 

with the Nonantum Building 
at 320 Centre St. { Newton 
Corner, a good portion of 
which was burned out last De¬ 
cember. failed to arouse the 
Board of Aldermen Monday 
night to any more positive ac¬ 
tion than to refer the matter 
to the Committee on Claims 
and Rules. 

During the course of a pro¬ 
longed public hearing there 
were two votes, both unani¬ 
mous. 

The hearing was on rec¬ 
ommendation of Vincent D. 
Burns, commissioner of 
buildings, who sought to 
have the Board determine 
whether the old structure 
was a dangerous nuisance 
and, if so, to decide whether 
its owners should be order¬ 
ed either to restore it or dis¬ 
pose of it. 

With the first vote, the Al¬ 
dermen decided that no action 
was necessary as yet, while 
agreeing that the building 
should be removed as soon as 
possible. Later, the Board 
voted to put the matter in the 
hands of the Claims and Rules 
Committee for a recommen¬ 
dation. Meantime, by their 
questioning of various per¬ 
sons, they indicated a reluc-1 
tance to act as a collection 
agency for the building’s own-1 
ers in their negotiations with I 
the building’s insurers. 

Of the persons questioned, { 
some were in favor of the 
building's being razed, some 
were opposed, and one pro¬ 
fessed himself at first to be 
on the fence—describing his 
position as “equivocal.”

George T. Davis of Weston, 
attorney for the building’s 
owners. 

Fire Chief Frederick A. 
Perkins testified as to the 
fire damage, saying that the 
flames had worked their 
way up through the wall 
areas, had destroyed sup¬ 
porting beams, and that in 
his opinion the structure was 
unsafe and hazardous. 

Building Commissioner 
Burns, referring to an investi¬ 
gation conducted by his de¬ 
partment and the fire depart¬ 
ment. said that ‘‘in our opin¬ 
ion rehabilitation would entail 
a prohibitive cost. However,” 
he added, “we would be glad 
to discuss the possibility with 
the owner and his insurance 
company.” 

Atty. Davis told the Board 
that he had been assured that 
the owner would abide by any 
decision the Aldermen made. 
“Serious thought has been 
given to the question if wheth¬ 
er the building should be re¬ 
stored,” he said. He added 
that the owners feel that the 
city authorities are best fitted 
to decide what should be done. 

Harry Gorin, who describ¬ 
ed himself as managing di¬ 
rector of the Nonantum 
property, told the Board 
that a decision by the Aider- 
men in favor of the build¬ 
ing’s disposal would have 
no affect one way or the 
other on an advantageous 
settlement by the insurance 
companies. “We will be 
guided by the city’s action,” 
he said. 

Decidedly against razing 
and in favor of restoration 
was Robert Dolbeck of Boston, 
who said he represented the 
five insurance carriers with 
whom the policies had been 
placed. He declared that in¬ 
vestigation by the insurance 
companies had shown the 
building to be structurally 
sound following the fire, and 
said that in their opinion, the 
damage was no more than 40 
percent of the building's total 
reconstruction value. 

Wendell R. Bauckman, pres¬ 
ident of the Board, won from 
Dolbeck a promise that the 
names of the insurance inves¬ 
tigators would be turned over 
to the Aldermen in writing.

Gas Station 
Turned Down 

The Board of Aldermen 
voted unanimously Monday 
night to accept its Franchise 
and Licenses Committee’s ad¬ 
verse report on a petition for 
installation of a gasoline serv¬ 
ice station at Needham and 
Winchester Sts., where the 
city’s largest concentration of 
industrial development, the 
“Miracle Mile,” begins. 

Two weeks ago the full 
board gave a public hearing 
to the petition of the I>oAII 
Boston Company, whose 
plant is adjacent to an un¬ 
used plot of land it owns at 
the intersection. Its proposal 
to lease the land to the Shell 
Oil Company for a service 
station was greeted at that 
time by a storm of protest 
from home owners of the 
area, who insisted the sta¬ 
tion wouldl create a perilous 
traffic situation. 

When the committee report 
came up for action Monday 
night, it was brought out that 
Fire Chief Frederick A. Per¬ 
kins, Jr., had made no objec¬ 
tion to storage of fuel at the 
proposed site, and that the 
chief of police had been of the 
opinion that the presence 
there of a service station 
would in no way add to the 
area’s traffic congestion. 

Just prior to the vote. Aider- 
man Harry L. Walen said ac¬ 
cidents at the intersection av¬ 
erage one per fortnight. “Un¬ 
til there is proper traffic con¬ 
trol at that point,’’ he said, 
“we should do nothing."

Appointment of the archi¬ 
tects for the renovation of 
Newton High School, a proj¬ 
ect likely to be the most com¬ 
plex and costly of any in the 
history of the Newton school 
building program, has been 
announced by Mayor Donald 
L. Gibbs. 

At this point, with the 
project in its infancy, no 
one concerned is in a posi¬ 
tion to make even a rough 
estimate of the amount of 
money that will be needed 
for construction of an ultra¬ 
modern educational plant on 
the s c h o o l’s Newtonville 
site. 

It can safely be said, how¬ 
ever, that the cost will exceed 
by a great many dollars that 
of the city’s other elaborate 
school layout, Newton South 
High, the bill for which, on 
completion, stood in the near 
neighborhood of $4,000,000. 

No one in touch with the 
renovation plan would be 
surprised should the new 
Newton High cost hit a 
$ 57000,000 figure. 

The architectural firm, se¬ 
lected by the Mayor’s Advis¬ 
ory Committee on Public 
Buildings, which acts for the 
city’s chief executive in in¬ 


stances of this kind, is Rich¬ 
mond & Goldberg of 30 New¬ 
bury St., Boston, members of 
the American Institute of 
Architects. 

The rehabilitation proj¬ 
ect’s study phase will re¬ 
quire many months, with 


the design, preparation of 
plans, and construction oc¬ 
cupying at least three years.

Conservation Group In 
Lower Falls Area Tour 


The burst of activity along 
the Charles River in Newton 
Lower Falls was explained re¬ 
cently to 40 or more interested 
hikers by Charles W. Green- 
ough, associate M.D.C. com 
missioner, The topic was spon¬ 
sored by the Wellesley Conser¬ 
vation Council, Inc., and 
Newton Conservators. Inc.

Section is as good an example 
as exists anywhere of a com¬ 
plex riverbank situation. Back 
in the 1890s at the time of the 
original Metropolitan Parks 
landtakings along the river, 
there were several mills in 
Upper and Lower Falls still in 
operation. 

The mills are now useless 
and are often bought up by in¬ 
dividuals who tear them down 
• and replace them with no 
thought of turning riverbank 
-frontage into an asset rather 
than a liability. 

“But,” says Commissioner 
Greenough, “Edward S. 
Stimpson III is an exception to 
this general rule.” Stimpson 
bought the old Sullivan mills 
which until recently straddled 
the sluiceway, or old third 
channel, at the Washington 
Street bridge. Part of the 
cleared land will be used as 
business property parallel to 
the river facing Newton. 

Stimpson decided to turn ov¬ 
er to the MDC his underwater 
rights to the middle of the 
Charles. In return, the MDC 
has used its unkempt, man¬ 
made island at Washington 
Street bridge as fill for the old I 
sluiceway and has thus ac¬ 
quired for itself a strip of park 
land along the river varying 
in width from 20 to 25 feet. 

MDC control of the river 
frontage from the Boston and 
Albany Railroad bridge all the 
way to Washington Street will 
be complete as soon as the 
question of encroachment of 
part of Acumeter’s parking lot 
on MDC property is resolved, 
says Mr. Greenough. Both 
Newton and Wellesley tour 
members felt it would be de¬ 
sirable if other developers 
planning construction on the 
banks of the Charles would 
follow Stimpson’s example. 

Another complex, back- 
scratch arrangement has pro¬ 
duced the most glamorous riv¬ 
er frontage in Lower Falls— 
the Donahue gardens. Thomas 
F. Donahue owns property 
facing on Washington Street, 
but a riverbank strip behind 
his houses is owned by the 
MDC. Donahue has what is 
called a landscaping easement 
on this strip of black magic— 
Charles River loam which pro¬ 
duces luxuriant plants without 
fertilizer. Mr. Greenough is 
delighted with this arrange¬ 
ment and wishes the MDC had 
more like it. 

Both Newton and Wellesley 
conservation groups feel that 
costly mistakes could be pre¬ 
vented by close cooperation 
between landscape architects 
and engineers on highway pro¬ 
jects along the Charles River. 
The Boston Society of Land¬ 
scape Architects was repre¬ 
sented on the tour by Laur¬ 
ence W. Zuelke of Lincoln.

Woman Legislator 
Blasts Iron Duke 

A pleasant-mannered Repub¬ 
lican woman legislator this 
week delivered one of the most 
telling attacks ever levelled at 
controversial House Speaker 
John F. Thompson. 

Representative Mary B. New¬ 
man of Cambridge, one of the 
State’s outstanding GOP fig¬ 
ures, was hitting back at 
Thompson for ignoring her 
when she sought recognition at 
a night session last week. 

Other legislators, both Dem¬ 
ocrats and Republicans, have 
protested over the years at tac¬ 
tics periodically employed by 
Thompson while presiding 
over the House in order to kill 
a bill before him. 

Few, however, have made 
their point as skilfully and ef¬ 
fectively as did Mrs. Newman 
who has been widely men¬ 
tioned as the possible Repub¬ 
lican candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor next year. 

The measure which Thomp¬ 
son shuffled down the drain 
would have stripped the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Council of all powers 
except those specifically dele¬ 
gated to it in the >tate Consti- 
ution. 

Mrs. Newman succeeded fi¬ 
nally in forcing a vote on the 
proposal, and it was defeated 
by the comparatively narrow 
margin of 118 to 103. 

Ironically, Governor Pea- 
body, who favors the abolition 
of the Council, thought Mrs. 
Newman’s bill went too far. 
Had Peabody thrown the 
weight of his support behind 
the proposal, he might well 
have shifted enough votes to 
accomplish its passage.

Anti - Discrimination 
Law Is Meeting Theme 


Mrs. Mildred Mahoney, 
chairman of the Massachu¬ 
setts Commission Against Dis¬ 
crimination, was the speaker 
at the sixth annual meeting of 
the Newton Fair Housing 
Practices Committee, held re¬ 
cently at the First Unitarian 
Society iin West Newton. 

A member of the commis¬ 
sion since its creation in 1949. 
Mrs. Mahoney explained the 
recently passed law prohibit¬ 
ing discrimination in nousing 
which goes into effect July 1 
of this year. 

This legislation extends 
the current anti-discrimina¬ 
tion law to the sale and ren¬ 
tal of private houses, as 
well as maintaining the ban 
on discrimination in the ren¬ 
tal of almost all apartments, 
making it one of the most 
comprehensive and advan¬ 
ced laws in the nation. 

The success of this law de¬ 
pends on citizens who will no¬ 
tify the M.C.A.D. when vio-

lations occur. The Commis¬ 
sion, which is charged with 
enforcing these statutes, and 
aware that prompt action is 
imperative in most cases, 
tries to initiate investigation 
of each complaint within 24 
hours of its filing.

Physical Ed Seen 
Inadequate In 
Lower Schools 

A report on the status of 
physical education in the 
elementary schools was taken 
under advisement by the 
School Committee Monday 
night. 

Joseph A. Gettuso, principal 
of the Emerson School, and 
Miss Helene Breivogel, super¬ 
visor of elementary school 
physical education, speaking 
as members of a committee 
of elementary principals, de¬ 
scribed at considerable length 
the physical education needs 
as noted over a two-year 
period. 

Mr. Gettuso urged the im¬ 
mediate appointment of three 
additional members of the 
physical education staff at a 
total cost of $15,750 per year. 
Both he and Miss Breivogel 
explained that the physical 
welfare of the youngsters was 
being sorely neglected due to 
a number of reasons under 
the existing setup.

Health For All 

Some startling information 
usually gets unearthed when 
groups of people start giving 
out with their autobiographies. 
And of course everybody does 
just that from time to time, 
whether in the form of an in¬ 
come tax return, a survey 
questionnaire, a job applica¬ 
tion, or an insurance benefit 
bid. 

Not long ago, when disabled 
persons were declared eligible 
for Social Security benefits re¬ 
gardless of age, the resulting 
applications touched off a 
medical surprise. A disease 
few people had ever heard of, 
and practically nobody could 
pronounce, was found to be 
the second ranking ailment 
among all those listed as 
causes of disability. 

This unpleasant little item, 
a lung disease called em¬ 
physema, affects chiefly men 
over 50. As it progresses, it 
results in the obstruction of 
air spaces in the lung, causing 
severe difficulty in breathing. 
The condition comes on gradu¬ 
ally, and at first may take the 
form of a slight shortness of 
breath that is mild but dis¬ 
proportionate to any physical 
effort expended. Eventually it 
can progress to a point where 
the affected person is short of 
breath on waking up in the 
morning. 

As a matter of fact, short¬ 
ness of breath that comes 
after no special exertion can 
be a sign not only of emphyse¬ 
ma but of any one of a num¬ 
ber of ailments in the group 
called RD—Respiratory Dis¬ 
ease. Shortness of breath may 
seem a trivial discomfort, 
easy to brush aside with ex¬ 
cuses and a hope that it will 
go away and stay away. And 
yet, if not investigated, it can 
turn out to fit ihe slogan made 
popular by Milt Gross, satirist 
of a generation ago: “From 
this come the worse dis-

Within the next 10 days or two weeks the Supreme 
Court will hand down an extremely important decision 
on the validity of the indictments returned by a Grand 
Jury against three public official's on the basis of in¬ 
formation unearthed by the State Crime Commission. 

If the State's highest court upholds the indict¬ 
ments, Brooke will soon thereafter seek indictments 
against other prominent figures which would rock the 
Commonwealth.

Danger In The Streets 

Newton Recreation Commissioner John B. Pen- 
ney's recent warning to parents concerning young¬ 
sters playing in the public streets has been borne 
out by a release from the Triple-A, American Auto¬ 
mobile Association. 

A busy street is a dangerous playground for 
children, the AAA warned, in urging the small fry 
to play away from traffic. 

Commissioner Penney has warned Newton par¬ 
ents to prevent their kiddies from making play¬ 
grounds of the public streets, and reminded the adults 
that the City of Newton provides facilities every 
summer for the recreational activities of the little 
ones. 

"Hundreds of school-age boys and girls each 
year are killed or injured while playing in the 
street,” said the Triple-A’s safety director, Rich¬ 
ard IV. Hoover. "These accidents could have been 
avoided if the youngsters had confined their play 
to the special areas maintained and supervised 
for them.” 

Safety officials everywhere have advised that 
advised that parents should feel responsible for find¬ 
ing safe places for their children to play during the 
long summer vacation months. 

Comparatively quiet, residential streets are not 
immune from the tragic possibilities evolving from 
kiddies making play areas of them. Motorists are 
constantly admonished to be extra cautious during 
the vacation period, but a child darting into the street 
oblivious to everything but the pursuit of a ball or 
a playmate could tax the alertness of the most dedi¬ 
cated driver. 

Commissioner Penney also dropped the re¬ 
minder that a city ordinance prohibits the use of 
the public streets as play areas by children. 

The summer vacation period is. or should be. 
a happy season of fun for all school-age boys and 
girts. Considerable money, effort, planning and su¬ 
pervision annually provide this community with a 
playground system. They are safe places for chil- 
drent to play. Their objective is to be interesting, 
located away from traffic, and attractive enough so 
youngsters will prefer them over streets and side¬ 
walks. 

There are many weeks of vacation ahead for 
our youngsters. They should be occupied in a man¬ 
ner to provide health and clean fun for ail the kid¬ 
dies. This is a joint responsibility of all adults, 
police, parents, motor vehicle operators—and the 
children, themselves. 

Some motorists have encountered youngsters, 
playing in t h e public streets, who brazenly have 
flaunted the drivers, deliberately slowing down their 
progress from the street to sidewalk, often requir¬ 
ing the sudden use of brakes. These belligerent kids 
easily could become statistics in the annual traffic 
toll. 

The situation could become serious in these care¬ 
free, summer fun months. Let's keep the youngsters 
happy—and alive. Keep ’em off the streets.

Hears Negro 
Plight Talk 
Commends JFK 

Noel Day. vice-chairman of 
the Massachusetts Committee 
on Discrimination in Housing, 
was guest speaker at the re¬ 
cent annual meeting of New¬ 
ton Chapter, Americans for 
Democratic Action. 

He described the long his¬ 
tory of Negro contribution to 
American culture, and said 
that “We believe that what 
is before us in America is 
nothing less than a revolu¬ 
tion — a revolution of race, 
but not only of race. The 
young leaders believe that 
the Negroes have the power 
now to make America live 
more truthfully with itself.” 

The Chapter sent a letter 
to President Kennedy com¬ 
mending his televised speech 
on civil rights with the fol¬ 
lowing statement:

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Prill ces of Catholic Church 
Begin Voting For New Pope 

SPECIAL DESPATCH 

ROME—In a section of the Vatican, temporarily 
sealed off from the outside world, the Princes of the 
Catholic Church have begun the momentous conclave 
which will end in the election of a successor to the 
late "Good Pope John.” 

How long it will take for two-thirds of the as¬ 
sembled Cardinals to agree on the choice of a new 
Pontiff can only be a matter of conjecture. However, 
newsmen who regularly cover the Vatican expect the 
conclave will last a period of days. 

The hope expressed by Boston’s Cardinal Cushing 
that a liberal Pope will be selected who will carry on 
the policies of the late Pope John has been echoed 
many times in this Eternal City. 

Of all the Cardinals who could be chosen as the 
next ruler of the Roman Catholic Church, none is 
more in accord with the thinking of the late “Good 
Pope John” than Cardinal Cushing himself. 

Before he entered the conclave Cardinal Cushing 
brushed aside and scoffed at suggestions that he might 
be elected the new Pontiff. He predicted publicly that 
the next Pope will be an Italian. 

Vatican observers are in general agreement that 
the tradition followed in the last several centuries of 
electing an Italian Cardinal as Pope will be followed 
by the conclave now in session. 

Vet, it is expected that some votes will be cast 
for Cardinal Cushing at least on the early ballots, 
for he is deeply revered by his fellow Cardinals as 
a man of great humility and goodwill much as was 
the late Pope John. 

No one will ever know the results of the early 
ballots or of any ballot until a new Pope finally is 
elected by a two-thirds vote. 

Under the procedure that is followed, each Cardi¬ 
nal may take one person into the conclave with him. 
That person need not necessarily be a clergyman. It 
could, for example, be a physician if a Cardinal wanted 
one with him. 

Cardinal Cushing was accompanied to t h e con¬ 
clave by Monsignor Daniel Cronin of Cambridge, a 
member of the Vatican Secretariat of State. 

As the conclave got underway, the inood of this 
Holy City gradually changed from one of sadness 
to one of excitement. 

With the end of the period of mourning for the 
late beloved Pope John came mounting speculation as 
to whom will be picked to succeed him. The excite¬ 
ment and conjecture will grow as the conclave con¬ 
tinues. 

A newsman here, incidentally, learns new things 
about the goodness and greatness of Boston’s Cardinal 
Cushing. 

Catholic leaders from South America and Africa 
spoke feelingly before the conclave of the help he 
has given them in their work. 

A few miles outside of Rome is an orphanage 
which Cardinal Cushing quietly aids, and in Rome 
itself is Santa Susanna Church which he completely 
supports. 

Outside the Vatican excited Romans wait for the 
signal which will mean that a new Pope has been 
elected. 

When that signal comes, the bells will ring in the 
Basilica of St. Peter's to be followed quickly by the 
sounding of bells in churches all over Rome, and 
Romans by the thousands will converge on St. Peter’s 
Square. 

No one can foretell how long it will be before 
that signal starts all the bells ringing in Rome.

he has worked energetically 
with representatives of the 
school department to bring 
it into being. 

Under an arrangement 
the Mayor has worked out 
with officials of the Pea¬ 
body Home, the city will pay 
the Home a rental of $20. 
000 a year for 20 years, at 
the end of which time it 
will assume ownership of 
the structure. 

The city would receive 25 
acres of land along with the 
building. 

Officials of the Peabody 
Home also are seeking approv¬ 
al from the Planning Board 
for a site plan on which they 
would divide 18 acres of land 
on the perimeter of their pro¬ 
perty into 50 house lots where, 
it is anticipated, high-value 
homes would be erected. 

The funds received from 
the city and realized from 
the sale of the land would 
be used to construct a wing 
onto a Boston hospital 
where crippled children 
would be cared for. 

The mentally disturbed and 
mentally retarded children 
last year attended classes at 
the Underwood. Steams and 
Hamilton Schools. 

Under the plan worked out 
by school officials, two class¬ 
es of children listed as “edu- 
cables” will be shifted from 
the Underwood to the Hamil¬ 
ton School. 

Three classes of handicap¬ 
ped children, listed as "train- 
able” who are below the 
mental level of the "educa- 
bles”, will be shifted from 
the Hamilton School to the 
new school at the Peabody 
Home. 

Two adjustment classes for 
emotionally disturbed child¬ 
ren were conducted last year 
at the Steams School, and 
these youngsters also will be 
transferred to the Peabody 
Home. 

Mayor Gibbs voiced the 
hope and the belief that the 
new arrangement at the 
Peabody Home will make it 
possible for the teachers to 
achieve greater progress 
with the handicapped young¬ 
sters. 

“I believe this school will be 
a wonderful thing and some 
thing in which everyone in 
Newton can take pride,” the 
Mayor declared.

It seems highly improbable, 
however, that Herter could be 
induced to return to the po¬ 
litical wars and run for the 
Senate, particularly since he 
declined to do so last year. 

But Curtis, who was legislat¬ 
ed out of office last year, might 
well be persuaded to move into 
the battle for the Governor¬ 
ship, especially since the poll 
of the GOP ward and town 
committee members reveals so 
much strength for him. 

The poll made by Kelley, 
who is Director of the Political 
Reference Survey of the Young 
Republicans, to determine sen¬ 
timent toward the potential 
gubernatorial candidates ap¬ 
peared much more meaningful 
than the one for U. S. Senator. 

Too many of the persons list¬ 
ed by Kelley on his senatorial 
straw ballot have no intention 
whatever of running for the 
U. S. Senate next year and 
could not be prevailed upon to 
do so. 

Of the nine persons listed 
by Kelley, the only one who 
might he persuaded to chal¬ 
lenge Senator Edward M. 
(Ted) Kennedy is George 
Lodge who announced during 
his 1962 fight with Kennedy 
that if he were defeated he 
would run again in 1964. 

A free-for-all struggle for the 
nomination for Governor ap¬ 
pears certain at next June's 
GOP State Convention. The 
entrance of Curtis into the 
field would give it an entirely 
new look. 

Curtis, incidentally, weighed 
the possibility of standing for 
the Governorship in 1960 but 
finally decided to seek reflec¬ 
tion to Congress. Since then, 
of course, hi* congressional 
district has been broken up 
and his seat on Capitol Hill j 
liquidated. '

These 
include scales from large cap¬ 
acity vehicle scales to very 
delicate prescription balances 
used in the compounding of j 
medicines in hospital pharma¬ 
cies and drug stores; the 
scales of the butcher, grocer, 
hardware store, express com¬ 
pany and junkman. Taxi¬ 
meters, fuel oil truck meters 
and gasoline meters also 
come under such officials’ jur¬ 
isdiction. All of these are def¬ 
initely related to the cost of 
living of every family and to 
the profits or loss of business 
establishments. 

“Scales and meters.” he as¬ 
serted, “like other mechan¬ 
ical, or electrical, devices can 
and do become worn, or sim¬ 
ply get out of adjustment in 
normal use. Neither the mer¬ 
chant nor the customer is 
aware of this condition until 
the Sealer, through his regular 
inspection, makes the discov¬ 
ery. 

“The consuming public and 
all merchants are dependent 
upon these officials for as¬ 
surance of accurate quantity 
determinations. If a merchant 
unknowlmgly, or carelessly, 
gives long weight or measure, 
he is giving away his profit, 
his livilihood, and over a pe¬ 
riod of time inviting bankrupt¬ 
cy. To give short weight or 
measure not only cheats the 
buying public, but provides a 
means of unfair competition 
by offering a way to undersell 
an honest competitor. Hence, 
neither short nor long weight 
or measure can be tolerated." 

Sealer Bowen, a member of 
both the Massachusetts and 
Federal Bars, is a past presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts 
Weights and Measures Asso¬ 
ciation. and was founder and 
for five years editor of this 
association’s News Letter.

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Aldermen Give 
Brief Hearings 

Elevtn matters were given 
brief public hearings at the 
opening of the Monday night's 
regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Involved were Edison and 
N.E.T. & T. applications for 
pole locations that were made 
in routine manner, public 
works hearings on two drain 
and sewer proposals that were 
not opposed, and on four pro¬ 
posals for street acceptance, 
on most of which public 
opinion was about equally di¬ 
vided. 

The matter of laying out 
and acceptance under the bet¬ 
terment law of Beecher PI., 

Ward 6. from Langley Rd. to 
beyond Beecher Ter. brought 
a show of eight hands by 
property owners in favor, and 
opposition from the son of an¬ 
other, Alevo Giocomo of 25 
Beecher PI. 

“M y f a t h e r,” h e said. 

“would be assessed $714 for 
the improvement, and there is 
a question of whether the 
benefit would be worth the in¬ 
vest ment.” He went on to 
point out that the area’s resi¬ 
dents enjoyed all the city’s 
services, and would hardly be 
willing to pay S714 merely to 
get rid of the dust from the 
unfinished roadway. He added 
that 50 percent of the resi¬ 
dents were either retired per¬ 
sons or widows, that their in¬ 
come was limited, and that 
they were in no position to 
make the investment. 

There was one proponent 
and one property owner 
against acceptance of Glen¬ 
dale Rd., Ward 7, from the 

g scepted portion to W e s t 
otrievard Rd. 

Seven indicated approval 
and seven opposition to ac¬ 
ceptance of Lawmarissa Rd., 

Ward 5, from Moffat Rd. to 
beyond Oak Vale. 

No one opposed and one 
porperty owner approved of 
acceptance of Stamford St., 

Ward 4, from Lexington St. to 
beyond Freeman St., the lat¬ 
ter saying that the street was 
in “deplorable condition.” 

The final hearing was on 
petition of Arthur P. Kelly to 
install new’ fuel tanks at his 
service station and repair 
shop at 2066 Commonwealth 
Ave., Ward 4, and thus in¬ 
crease the capacity for in¬ 
flammables. Kelly agreed to 
accept a number of restric¬ 
tions, one of them calling on 
him to give up his contract 
for towing disabled vehicles 
for the Turnpike Authority. 

Others would confine delivery 
of fuel to his tanks to day¬ 
light hours, dowsing of lights 
when his station was not in 
operation, absence of adver¬ 
tising streamers and absence 
of revolving or flashing signs. 

The meeting was a mara¬ 
thon affair that went from 8 
p.m. to past midnight, due to 
a recess of two hours follow¬ 
ing the public hearings. The 
break provided the members 
to attend various committee 
meetings and one as a com¬ 
mittee of the whole, all of 
them made necessary by the 
fact that there was no Alder- 
manic meeting two weeks ago 
because of the summer sched¬ 
ule.

Dr. Theodore Brameld of 73

of Education, said that the 
sharp division between the 
public school curriculum and 
the teaching of religion, the 
latter having been relegated 
to the church and the home, 
has resulted in a "vicious dual¬ 
ism/’ 

This situation has created 
conflict and bewilderment in 
children, many of whom will 
bear scars throughout adult 
life, according to the Brameld 
article.
